Aids Food Drive

Prepayment will be required at 
the time that reservations are made. This 
change is necessary to ensure that we 
have the right number of childcare work- 
ers and to avoid overcrowding. Child 
care cannot be provided for children 
without prepaid reservations. Please 
help spread the word that prepaid res- 
ervations are necessary. We don’t want 
to turn anyone away, but we will not 
have extra childcare workers. The back 
rows of the Main Sanctuary will be re- 
served for members with small children. 
Families with infants are welcome to sit 
there to make it easier to do the “baby 
bouncing walk” to the lobby.

Rabbi’s Column 


Rosh Hashanah, Day of Remembrance 


In Gates of Prayer, the prayerbook pub- 
lished by the Reform movement, there is 
a reading before the Kaddish which be- 
gins: “Grief is a great teacher.” I have 
always avoided reading this selection; it 
makes mourning sound like a growth 
experience rather 
than a recovery 
from loss. I cannot 
help but recall the 
words of Rabbi 
Harold Kushner 
who, when asked if 
he had learned how 
to be more sensitive 
through the experi- 
ence of losing his 
son, replied: “I would rather have re- 
mained ignorant.” 

But through my own experience of 
loss and grieving over these last months, 
[have learned. | have learned how much 
I value the comfort and structure pro- 
vided by the Jewish ritual tradition and 
our own congregational customs. I have 
learned how words I thought I had heard 
hundreds of times before took on fresh 
depth when they were addressed to me 
as a mourner; I have learned again and 
again how blessed we are to be part of 
this community and this congregation 
at this time, even as we live in the 
shadow of our own losses and our on- 
going communal tragedy.

On behalf of my mother and my en- 
tire family, I want to thank you, the 
members and extended community of 
CSZ, for the many, many expressions of 
comfort and support you gave us. Cards 
and calls, shiva visits and shiva service 
leaders, each gesture was cherished. 
Your gifts of food during shiva sustained 
us and your memorial donations will 
help sustain my father’s memory. We 
are working with the lay leadership of 
the congregation to establish an appro- 
priate memorial at CSZ for my father; 
we hope to be able to announce its de- 
tails soon. Please know how much my 
family and I value and appreciate your 
caring expressions of sympathy. 

Rosh Hashanah is also called Yom Ha- 
Zikaron, the day of remembrance. On it, 
we remember to ask God to remember 
us even as we challenge ourselves to 
remember fully all that has transpired in 
our own lives since last Rosh Hashanah. 
I will bring to this year’s High Holidays 
the memory of my father and his gifts 
and blessings to me, the pain and grief 
of the last months, and the memory of 
the nurturance and comfort I found in 
my spiritual tradition and religious com- 
munity. Turning in teshuvah towards the 
new year, my commitment to fully hon- 
oring the claims and teachings of each of 
these memories will, I pray, inform my 
life in the months and years ahead. Our 
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parents and loved ones are especially 
close to us during this time of year. The 
passage from the prayerbook which I 
can now appreciate in a way I never did 
before concludes: 

Even when they are gone, the de- 
parted are with us, moving us to live as 
in their higher moments they themselves 
wished to live. We remember them now; 
they live in our hearts; they are an abid- 
ing blessing. 

In our ongoing efforts to make Sha’ar 
Zahav’s High Holiday services reflect 
the spiritual vigor of our congregation, 
we have made several changes in our 
services (and kept most everything else 
the same!) Several years ago, we de- 
cided to move to a triennial cycle of 
Torah readings for Rosh Hashanah, so 
that we could include both the ancient 
and modern Reform readings for the 
day. We rotate the traditional readings 
for Rosh Hashanah: first day, Genesis 21 
(the story of Hagar and Ishmael), sec-

Cards Support 
Guatemalan Refugees 


The San Francisco Jewish Sanctuary 
Coalition has undertaken a major effort 
to assist thousands of Guatemalan refu- 
gees to return to their homes. Despite 
continued repression in Guatemala, 
about 45,000 refugees, who have lived in 
camps in Mexico since the 1980s, have 
begun a slow trek home. 

As part of this effort, the Coalition 
has designed a beautiful new Rosh Has- 
hanah card that draws on Jewish 
teachings. The card, printed in full color, 
shows a shofar, along with Guatemalan 
refugees crossing a bridge on their re- 
turn home. Above, in English, Hebrew, 
and Spanish, is written a saying from 
Rabbi Nachman of Bratzlav: “The whole 
world is a narrow bridge. The main thing 
is not to fear.” Traditional Rosh Hasha- 
nah greetings are inside. Proceeds from 
the card will go to assist refugees in 
returning home. 

Sha’ar Zahav’s gift shop is selling the 
cards for $8 per package of eight cards. 
You can also order the cards by mail 
from the San Francisco Jewish Sanctu- 
ary Coalition, P.O. Box 411391, San 
Francisco, CA 94114-1391. Cost by mail, 
including shipping, is $10 per package.

in Israel: miuchrach Ii, tm ani yachol. If lam 
able to, I must. If | am able to plow the 
fields and they need it, I must do it. If I 
am able to stuff envelopes or serve as 
usher for the Holidays, I must do it. If I 
am able to support the shul financially, | 
must. Strong call to action, isn’t it? 

An aphorism from Pirke Avot, conve- 
niently part of our High Holiday 
references, provides another answer: al 
shloshah devarim ha-olam omed. Three 
things sustain the world. Torah, Avodah, 
G'milut Chasadim. Toralt: at once the 
scrolls, the abstract law and its study. 
Avodah: at once worship and work. 
Gmilut Chasadim: doing acts of loving 
kindness from philanthropy to bikkur 
cholim. By our actions within these three 
spheres, we nourish the world and sub- 
sequently we are nurtured ourselves. 

My hopes for the immediate and long 
term at Sha’ar Zahav involve the spiri- 
tual insights of these three sustaining 
human activities combined with the 
call to action. Over the next several 
months I am sure there will be occa- 
sions to illustrate how this combination 
works day and night at Sha’ar Zahav. 
Here for New Year’s in Column One I 
have a few comments on avodah and

how it relates to a call for action. 

I relish this term: avodah, work and 
ritual work. Originally, avodah was a ref- 
erence to the work of the priests as they 
prepared the sacrifices in the Temple. 
Thank goodness, we no longer have to 
build fires and prepare animals, al- 
though on occasion we do put fires out! 
But each of us does avodan. 

We do synagogue work and building 
the synagogue work. Our avodalt com- 
mittees are concerned with ritual, liturgy, 
festival celebrations and by extension, 
building, administration, PR, newslet- 
ter, and dues. 

Volunteer energies and creative mean- 
ingful innovations characterize our 
ritual and liturgical life. Our rabbi is the 
force holding all this energy together 
and at the same time stimulating us to 
create even more. His fostering avodah 
allows us to have chanting services, po- 
etry, dance and a wide variety of music 
in our ritual life. Such innovations at 
our shul continually confront each of 
us, challenging our private notions con- 
cerning the right way to pray or what 
we may consider the right path to spiri- 
tuality, but in the end we receive new 
and perhaps better paths for our spirits 
to follow. 

But avodalt means more to me at Sha’‘ar 
Zahav. To my way of thinking avodah is 
how we should think of all volunteer 
synagogue work. My coupling of the 
call to action and avodalt means that as 
shul members we cannot shrink from 
doing something because we think the

xpressions that were natural in the 
medieval age often make us self- 
conscious now. For instance, how many 
modern Jews feel natural addressing 
God as “Avinu Malkeinu?” Our Father, 
our King (or our Mother, our Queen 
changing the gender doesn’t change the 
basic problem). We may be able to imag- 
ine God as a parent, loving or rejecting, 
but what can we do about God as king? 
Kings are figures in history or fairy 
tales. American citizens don’t know 
what it’s like to have a king, one indi- 
vidual who can’t be voted into or out of 
office, who decides about war, peace, 
public works, taxes—nearly everything. 
For people who live in a monarchy, the 
difference between a good king and a 
bad king is very often the difference 
between life and death. Today, we do 
not have a close equivalent. 

Yet, each year we repeat the prayer, 
“ Avinu, Malkeinu, we have sinned be- 
fore you.” The metaphors of parent and 
ruler are part of our tradition, part of 
what makes us a community. Can they 
also be part of our religion? 

Some of us are uncomfortable using 
either metaphor for the God of our un- 
derstanding. However, the Torah 
provides another approach: We can 
learn from the mistakes of King David's 
children, Amnon, Tamar and Absalom, 
who brought tragedy on the small and 
large communities, their family and the 
nation. One reason was that they never 
said “avinu, malkeinu, we have sinned 
before you.” 

Amnon, a teenager, became sexually 
obsessed with his half-sister Tamar. 
When a friend suggested a way for him 
to get her alone, he acted on the sug- 
gestion and raped her. Then, projecting 
his self-disgust on her, he ran away 


from her, from the family and from 
Jerusalem. Tamar, devastated, confided 
in her brother Absalom, who took re- 
venge for her. He lured Amnon to a 
party and killed him. 

To say “We have sinned, “ not “I 
have sinned,” means to acknowledge 
group identity, group obligations. Mak- 
ing amends means reconstituting the 
group by accepting responsibility. If 
Amnon had thought of himself as part 
of a community that included Tamar, 
he could never have raped her. Ab- 
salom, in killing Amnon, acted for 
himself and Tamar, oblivious to any 
wider responsbility. Tamar, too, could 
have acted differently. Was it fear of 
being blamed that made her turn to her 
brother, not her father, for help? As 
Amnon trusted a friend who encour- 
aged the worst in him, Tamar trusted a 
loyal but rash brother, and Absalom 
trusted only himself. 

King David's children needed lead- 
ership to restore community and justice. 
David had the authority to discipline 
Amnon and defend Tamar. He had the 
power to correct the transgression, al- 
lowing the family to start acting in terms 
of mutual responsbility, not personal 
passion. But, lacking a full understand- 
ing, David acted only to preserve 
stability. He exiled Absalom, in pun- 
ishment for killing his brother. This 
break in the family later became a civil 
war. 

David's failure of leadership came 
directly from his children’s refusal to 
approach him. Did he seem unavail- 
able, threatening, or useless to his 
children, as God may seem to us? 
Even so, they bear the responsbility of 
not having asked for his help. Thus 
they lost the chance to become a com- 
munity through accepting responsbility 

and making 
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amends. This is the 
chance that Rosh 
Hashanah and 
Yom Kippur give 
us every year. If 
we can learn from 
the mistakes of 
King David's chil- 
dren, we will use 
that chance, and 
turn to God 
through or despite 
any metaphor. 
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Eighteen Years Ago... 


With this issue of the JGF, we begin a 
new column honoring CSZ’s past, by pro- 
viding a glimpse from the CSZ archives. 

In September 1977, the Gaily Forward, 
in its premier issue, reported that CSZ 
had finally succeeded in placing an ad in 
the San Francisco Jewish Bulletin (now the 
Northern California Jewish Bulletin). This 
was no small achievement, as initial ef- 
forts to place the ad were met with the 
following rejection: “The enclosed check 
(for the ad) is being returned because the 
ad that you submitted is of a controver- 
sial and discriminatory nature...” 

Of course, regular readers of the Jezw- 
ish Bulletin know that CSZ has been 
placing ads and has been featured in 
prominent articles for many years now. 
Thanks to all those who fought in one of 
CSZ’s first battles.

task is too great or the challenges insur- 
mountable. We need more space for 
Shabbat services. We need more educa- 
tion and pastoral support. Big ticket 
goals. Not achievable overnight or by 
one person alone. Are they too big for 
us and so we ignore them? Or, do we 
commit ourselves to them now so that 
they can be achieved incrementally? If I 
am able to support the shul financially 
through dues and contributions, build- 
ing assessments, Ma’ayan and High 
Holiday appeals, then I must. There is 
no other choice. Because doing so ful- 
fills our obligation to avodah. 

Further, my interpretation of avodah 
provides me with support for an oft-re- 
peated proposal: We need a commitment 
from our members to volunteer for, say, 
20 hours a year, just as members volun- 
teer 1% of our income as dues. Members 
can choose what those hours are and 
how to fulfill the commitment in a num- 
ber of ways: visiting the sick, tutoring 
b’nai mitzvah students, serving on the 
newsletter committee, or anything from 
a cafeteria of possibilities. 

What is this thing, this Sha’ar Zahav? 
If you follow my logic one answer is 
that it must provide us with a chance to 
perform avodah: a commitment to its 
nurturing and growth so that we are 
nurtured in return.

ond day, Genesis 22 (the Akedah, the 
binding of Isaac) and the Reform 
machzor’s assigned readings of Genesis 
22 and Genesis 1 (creation). We read 
two of these three Torah portions each 
year. This Rosh Hashanah, we will read 
Genesis 21 on the first day and Genesis 
22 on the second day. 

On Yom Kippur, we will have two after- 
noon services. In addition to our familiar 
afternoon service, which will include a 
Torah reading this year, we will also be 
offering an experimental meditation / Kab- 
balistic-inspired service. The High Holiday 
handout will also be expanded to include 
a revised “Morning Blessings” section for 
the opening of the daily liturgy and some 
new selections for Yizkor. 

If you are exploring Judaism, are not 
quite sure what the High Holidays are 
about or simply want to “get in the 
mood,” please join us for Selichot ser- 
vices on Saturday night, September 16, 
8:30 pm at CSZ. Selichot is always on 
the Saturday night preceding Rosh Has- 
hanah and initiates the “warm up” 
week before the Holidays begin. Our 
evening will include Havdalah, study 
of some of the key texts and themes of 
the Holidays, including the Shofar and 
the Yom Kippur penitential prayers, a 
late night service and, of course, 
shmoozing and dessert.
